back with an ax and struck her a single 
blow on the head, stretching her lifeless 
at his feet. Mrs. Marr saw this and ran 
screaming to the house of her husband's 
father, Samuel Marr. The father went 
upstairs, to where the younger children 
were playing, and struck them with the 
ax handle, killing them among their 
playthings. When the senior Marr ar- 
rived, Mr. Marr was washing his hands 
at the sink. When asked why be had 
killed his children, he replied, "I don't 
know." This has been the burden of 
his replies to all questions since.

A 
high official of the administration saicj 
that no information regarding the 
Tien-tsin trouble had been communi- 
cated to the state department by any 
of its agents in China.

Mr. Rockhill, who in turn would com- 
municate the information to Secretary 
Hay. 
The failure of the American 


representatives to report on the •sub- 
ject is due to our well known policy 
OL not interferihg in disputes between 
other nations. We are interested in 
the trouble because of its possible gen- 
eral eCfcct, but we have nothing to do 
with the attitude of the British troops 
toward the Russian troops, or vice 
versa, or with the conditions which 
caused them to assume the stand they 
have taken. The United States has 
no right to intervene, nor will it do 
so. but if the disputants should inti- 
mate their willingness to have the 
American government exercise its good 
offices it will be glad to do so." 


Diplomats in Washington are not in- 


clined to believe that war will result 
from the Tien-tsin dispute. If trouble 
comes, one diplomat said, it would br 
because of the Manehurian situation. 
Another diplomat said that the wrrld 
was not prepared for war, that Rus- 
sia's financial condition, as well as that 
of Japan, prohibits them from engag- 
ing in hostilities, and Great Britain 
is too much occupied in South Africa. 
Germany, he said, is tlie only Euro- 
pean power iu a position at this time 
to go to war.

An essential feature of the type 
was i\ sharp and Ktther lonar hook or spine 
recurving from tho tip of the blade along 
its back. This was designed for carrying 
the severed head and gave this class of 
clubs the uajrio"nifo oti'1 ("the tooth, of 
death"). 


Since white men brought forges to the 


islands the specialized club has been re- 
placed by a long handled knife or hanger 
very much like the familiar machete, with 
tho addition of the hook at the end, which 
is an essential. The old name still clings 
to the steel heading knives, which between 
wars servo as dancing favors or toys for 
the official maid aud the official beau, who 
arc part of the social state in every t?a- 
moau v illage. At the dances aud the fre- 
quent parades and processions of Sanioan 
life village maids and village dandies take 
a conspicuous part in juggling these Ion 
and dangerous looking Implements of a 
special purpose in war. 


Samoan battles scarcely deserve classifi- 


cation as a hazardous risk:. They are 
fought for the most part at rather long 
range and with uncertain aim. 
Not many 


warriors are wounded, aud still fewer are 
killed. If too many on any one side are 
found to be getting hurt, that side scami;- 
ers away OUT; of danger. Whenever possi- 
ble the vanquished try to remove 
dead from the iiukl.
